REMARKABLE SHOOTING FEATS. 


Mr E. R. Sniffing recounts, in Pearson's 
Magazine, the doings of somo of the mort 
famous shots both past and present, We 
quote ono or two totable oxamples:— 
. Undoubtedly the most marralious pigeon” 
shooting match of modern titnea was that 
between Captain Brower and Mr 2. D, 
Fulford. It took place five years since in 
Now York, The match was shot on three 
soparate days ; one hundred birda cach day, 
at thirty yards risa. On the firat day 
Fulford killed all hig birds, while Brewer 
scored ninoty-nino, On tho second day 
Fulford killed ninety-nine to Brewer's 
ninety-eight and on the third day they 
tied, each with ninety-four. On shooting 
off the tie. Brewor killed twenty-five birds 
consecutively, while ‘Fulford missed his 
twenty-lifth | 

The marvellous point in this match was 

Migs Pelford s ninety-fifth bird on tho 
adiind day fell dead outside the bounds, 
thus giving him actually 200 consecutive 
‘kills,’ although his scoro for the’ two days 
was only 199. ‘Thia-.is the, reeord for tho 
world ; the next best, perhaps, being ninety- 
nine out of one hundred, by Captain H. 
Bogardus, in July, 1880, -hia forty-seventh 
falling dead out of bounds, y piece of very 
hard Tuck. , - 
‘Non-shooting ‘readers may gather sore 
idea of the skill’ and timing required by a 
marksman when aiming at a fast flyuig 
pigeon crossing the mange, . when 
at is pointed out that from the time of 
first seeing the pigeon the. gun has to be 
raised” an aimed. the trigger pulled, the 
charge ignited, and the shot to fly, say, 
thirty yards.
